The interest in this section, andfm fact 


throughout tlje district, centres on the Con- 
gressional fight. The election of Perham and 
Grant Is made of secondary importance. — 
Hpn Eugeue Hala has been renommated by 
the Republicans for a third term, while the 
Democrats ana few Liberal Republicans who 
can be found, are trying to secnre the nonfin 
ation of their favorites at the Belfast Con- 
van turn, on tile 80th mst. First on the list 
comes Hon TTred A. Pike of Calais, who has
